new Congress, the 75th. so crowded 
with Democrats that their sheer num 
liers constitute an em barrassment to 
the leadership, took the center of the 
stage in W ashington today for a six 
m onths’ run that w ill chart the course 
of the New Deal from here on. 


It prom ises to be a wordy, brawling 
session w hich w ill severely test the 
leaders* patience and power. 
T here are so m any Dem ocrats—76 
In the Senate and 332 in the House 
and 
so few R epublicans—16 in the 
Senate and 88 in the House 
that a mi­ 
nority opposition program is scarcely j 
conceivable. 
The Republicans

On Friday, Mr. R oosevelt w ill sub­ 
mit his long awaited budget, 
over 
which he has sweated for many days. 
T he Governm ent’s incom e and its out­ 
go still do not balance—but the coun­ 
try w ill be offered the prospect of an 
early balance, provided that business 
continues on the upgrade and displays 
a capacity to absorb into private in­ 
dustry the millions that still crowd 
the relief rolls. L ike the aunuaJ mes­ 
sage, tho budget m essage w ill be pitch­ 
ed in an optimistic key. 
After the m essages and the organ­ 
ization of com m ittees com es the deluge 
— a deluge of legislation both old and 
new. 
The greater part of the New Deal 
must be re-enacted or tinkered with in 
som e degree. Som e of the most im­ 
portant of the powers of the President, 
granted by earlier C ongresses for the 
“emergency,"* m ust bo extended. Other 
legislation m ust be 
re-enacted 
and 
corrected in the light of adm inistra­ 
tive experience. 
The leaders are hopeful for an har­ 
m onious session, but they are not san­ 
guine o f having one. What they pri­ 
vately fear is that as the session ad­ 
vances, the huge, unwieldy Democratic 
majorities in both h ou ses will tend to 
break up into blocs, and experience 
has show n that w hen the* blocs get to 
scratching each oth ers’ 
l>acks 
and 
trading am ong them selves it creates 
havoc wiih any W e l l - o r d e r e d • legisla­ 
tive program. They know' from bitter 
experience that u nless the majority 
have a comm on rallying point against 
the opposition, th e majority get 
to 
quarreling 
am ong 
them selves. 
The 
332 Dem ocrats in the House started 
off with a bitter row over the leader­ 
ship, which has left some deep scars. 
Already there are evidences of wide 
cleavage in Democratic 
ranks over 
particular phases of the New Deal— 
whether neutrality legislation should 
be of th# mandatory or discretionary 
kind: whether som e of Hie enormous 
em ergency powers voted to the Presi­ 
dent and about to expire should be ex ­ 
tended “now that the em ergency is 
over” ; “whether appropriations for re­ 
bel should continue on the grand sc a l e 
of other years; and there are many 
schools of thought in the Democratic 
majority on such things as social se­ 
curity, agriculture, governm ental re­ 
organization, labor legislation, Federal 
housing, 
banking 
legislation, 
public 
works, et cetera. 
The leaders are going to be hard put 
to reconcile go m any divergent opin­ 
ions on highly important policies. De­ 
bate w ill be long—and probably acri­ 
monious—for the leaders have prom­ 
ised that after the neutrality legisla­ 
tion is speeded through to meet the 


e m e r g e n c y abroad, ample time is going 
to be given for everyone to speak his 
piece about things.
